Mishaps Claim 


Edmonton’s traffic death toll went up two notches Thurs- 
day with the deaths of Ralph Atkinson, 78, residing at the Sal- 
vation Army hostel, 10268 97 st., and William Doherty, 72, 
9518 110A ave. 

Atkinson was killed instantly when crushed beneath 
the wheels of an R.C.A.F. bus at 111 ave. and 97 st. His 
death followed by only a few hours that of Doherty who 
was injured Nov. 12 when he walked into the side of a 
truck just one block south of the scene of Atkinson's death. 

Thursday’s deaths brings to 11 the total of traffic deaths 
of city persons for the year, It was the fifth in four weeks. 
The latest three traffic victims have been aged persons and 
all three accidents occurred on 97 st. Frank Wiseheart, 85, was

Danger Lessens 
In English Floods 


LONDON, (CP)— Danger of more 
serious floods in England was less- 
ening Friday although the Thames 
river was continuing to rise in the 
wake of tremendous fall gales and 


ssiv ys in which | 
nine successive days of rain {in the first major flare-up of vio- 


caused many rivers to burst their 
banks, 

Many thousands of acres of farm- 
land were under water and coastal 
shipping was disrupted with gale 
warnings still in effect.| 

Near Windsor, the Thames broke 
its banks. Rain squalls raised the 
swollen river's level more than a 
foot in the shadow of Windsor 
castle, 

At other points the Thames was 
reported to have risen eight inches 
overnight and many fields were 
fiooded. 

Latest reports said the channel 
gale, which rose during the night 
to 80 miles an hour, was blowing 
itself out. 

London was hit Thursday by a 
heavy thunderstorm accompanied 
by hailstones which shattered many 
windows. 

All-night guards were posted in 
Yorkshire where rivers rose to the 
danger level and in Leicestershire 
the River Soar was near flooding.

ATLANTIC CITY, N, J., (AP) — 
The national C10. convention, 
Thursday called on American in- | 
dustry to grant “substantial wage | 
increases” this winter to meet ad- 
vancing living costs but President 
Philip Murray immediately gave 
assurance “there is no threat of 
Strikes in the offing.” | 


A resolution adopted by the con- 
vention declared industry was “run- 
ning amok with ever-advancing | 
prices” and said it was “imperative | 
that American industry in collective | 
bargaining give substantial wage 
increases.” 

Labor Secretary Schwellenbach | 
told the convention that real weekly | 
earnings of factory workers had 
declined by 16.6 percent between 
April, 1945, and September, 1946, be- | 
cause of increases in prices of items | 
the workers must buy. 

Mr. Schwellenbach said, “if the) 
cost of living had remained reason- | 
ably stable. the position of work- 
ers, even though slightly below the! 
wartime level, would have been | 


| satisfactory. But the living costs, as

Ottawa Restricts 


. ° 
Coal Deliveries 
OTTAWA, (CP) Recon- 
struction Minister Howe announced 
Thursday that deliveries of bitum- 
inous coal in the Great Lakes and 
St. Lawrence river areas will be re- 
stricted as from Friday “in view of 
the uncertainties which have been 
created by strikes in the United 
States’ bituminous coal mines.” 

He said a directive had been is- 
sued that “no delivery of bitum- 
inous coal at a rate in excess of 
daily consumption requirements 
shall be made from a commercial 
dock to any industrial consumer who 
has on hand a stockpile of more 
than 20 days’ supply.” 

The directive applies to all com- 
mercial docks on the Great Lakes 
and in the St. Lawrence area and 
to industrial consumers who re- 
ceive supplies from these docks 
and whose requirements are more 
than .100 tons a year, Mr. Howe said. 


Poles in Canada 
Told to Registe 


OTTAWA, (CP) — The Polish 
legation Friday ordered a registra- 
tion of all Polish nationals in Can- 
ada, 

Dr. Alfred Fiderkiewicz, Polish 
minister, said the registration was 
being undertaken upon orders from 
Warsaw to “facilitate the return 
home of our nationals if and when 
it might be desired” and added that 
nationals “most usually” were re- 
called for military service 

Emphasizing the registration was 
“purely routine,” he estimated there 
were between 5,000 and 6,000 Poles in 
Canada, not including the 4,000 Pol- 
ish soldiers arriving in Canada to do 
farm work Passports and “protec- 
tion” will be refused those who neg- 
lect or decline to register, 

Can't Force Registration 

Mr Fiderkiewicz was asked whe- 
ther the Polish troops now entering 
the dominion were not generally 
known as “London” Poles opposed to 
the present Soviet-inspired Warsaw 
government, 

“There are no such persons as 
‘London’ Poles, only Polish nation- 
als,” he replied, “The 4,000 soldiers 
are Polish nationals who do not want 
to go home to Poland, 

“They do not have to register and 
we can't force them to. But as it 


happens among every group of peo- | 


ple, a good percentage of these sol- 
diers wil] find they do not like it in 
Canada, These are the ones I expect 
to be coming around in a couple of 
months to register.” 

Not Unusual 

Dr. Fiderkiewiez sald he had rea- 
sons for believing some of the Pol- 
ish soldiers would not like condi- 
tions in Canada, 

External affairs department offi- 
cials said the registration of for- 
eign nationals in Canada by their 
governments was not “unusual.” A 
similar registration was conducted 
by the Soviet government during 
the last year 


Premier in Charge 
Of Overall Defence 


LONDON, (Reuters)—Broad re- 
sponsibility for British defences is 
to remain with the prime minister 
when the new ministry of defence 
is organized, Prime Minister Attlee 
tol\d the commons Friday when it 
discussed the bill to provide for a 
defence ministry. The house 
gave a second reading to the bill. 

A. V. Alexander, newly-appointed 
defence minister, would be 
charge of formulation and general 
application of a unified policy for 
the armed forces and their require- 
ments, he added. Where civilian 
departments and the “whole ac- 
tivities of the nation” were involved, 


the prime minister would remain 
responsible.”

BUCHAREST, (AP)—The Com-

Forecast for the Edmonton area 
on Friday was “clearing today, be- 
coming cloudy during the night and 
clearing again Saturday.” Light 
winds also were predicted. The over- 
night low was forecast at two below, 
rising to 10 above during the day.

clearing downtown streets. Warnings 
were issued during Thursday to all 
motorists not to park their cars on 
Jasper ave., between 100 st. and 109 
st.

Thomas Ferrier, street railway 
superintendent, said the milder 
weather allowed better. street car 
service for Edmontonians. Only a 
few minor delays occurred during 
the day, one on the west end line 
when the sub station at 107 ave. and 
124 st. kicked out, The delay lasted 
about 10 minutes. 

While the “Chinook arch” formed 
atop the Rockies and the mercury in 
Alberta and British Columbia climb- 
ed upward after a week's slurnp, 
from Winnipeg east, the remainder 
of Canada began to feel winter. 

Chinook Is Felt

Alberta will not accept the terms of the federal governe 
|ment for a dominion-provincial tax transfer agreement, Premier 
| Manning announced in a statement Friday, 

The statement was issued after a week-long series of 
cabinet meetings.

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Houses — Who For? 

Canadians are not building as many 
houses this year as the Minister of Recon- 
struction thought they would build. They 
are, he says, falling about 5,000 below the 
60,000 unit estimate made last spring. This, 
he thinks, would not have happened if strikes 
had not interrupted the output and delivery 
of building materials, 

The showing in 1947 will be better, Mr. 
Howe says. He expects the coming year will 
set a new record in house-building. That is 
the objective at which the department is aim- 
ing, and to this end materials—which are 
being produced in far greater quantity—will 
continue to be funneled into house con- 
struction, by priorities and directives. 

To complete the summing-up it should be 
said that if the whole 60,000 predicted houses 
had been built this year, the shortage would 
now be only fractionally less than it is. And 
it will not be more than measurably eased 
unless next year’s building is vastly greater 
than that of this year. 

It is of course the best of news that 
materials are being turned out faster than 
ever before. But that alone does not assure 
a solution of the housing problem. The fact 
remains that the great majority of Canad- 
lans, including those who desperately need

There would be no great public advant- 
age in building great numbers of houses 
unless these are for sale or rent at prices 
or rentals which can be paid by people who 
need them. If construction costs remain at 
anything like the present level ,part of these 
costs will have to be met by subsidies if 
houses are to be obtainable by any but well- 
to-do people. But these are not the people the 
Government needs to worry about. 


Church Marriages

provision for civil marriage, a canvass of 
Canadian public opinion has been made in 
this regard. 


Canadians were asked just what kind of | 


marriage they preferred. Some 60 per cent 
wanted marriage by clergy only; 33 per cent 
were in favor of a choice between civil and 
church marriage and only 3 per cent stood 
for civil marriage alone. 

This touching solicitude for church mar- 
riage is hardly borne out in the divorce stat- 
istics. 


For while a civil marriage is merely a | 


social contract capable of being dissolved by 
process of law, a church marriage is supposed 
to endure for a lifetime and to be, within the 
view of most communions, indissoluble, 

One would think, then, tfat those in- 
tending to marry and in whose minds there 
is even the vaguest notion that the marriage 
might not stick would voluntarily choose 
civil marriage, as a contract readily dissol- 
uble in case of marital troubles. 

Certainly in the provinces where there 
is a choice between civil and church mar- 
riage those who choose the latter should 
be prepared against all and any eventual- 
ities to make a lifetime job of it.

The trials involve 23 physicians 
charged with fatal experiments on 
human beings. 

In experiments on decompression, 
persons were reported to have been 
suddenly exposed to altitudes of 
40,000 feet in a testing chamber 
for 20 or 30 minutes without oxy- 
gen “This, of course, killed the 
subjects,” the Journal said.

Canada's position with respect to 
the veto had been made clear last 
week by External Affairs Minister 
St. Laurent, head of the Canadian 
delegation to the United Nations 
meetings in New York. 

Mr. St. Laurent had criticized the 


last 10 months and said that con- 
tinued similar use would frustrate 
the United Nations. However, Mr. 
St. Laurent had added that Canada 
felt any amendment to the United 
Nations charter at this time would 
be premature.

York, author, lecturer, journalist, 
newspaperman and world-traveller, 
in Edmonton recently conferred 
with officials of co-operatives in the 
course of a North-American tour 
compiling information for the book, 
which he has been commissioned to 
write for the Co-operative League 
of the United States.
